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Hunting  the  Elusive  Token

In  1981  my  wife  and  I  took  a  drive  to 
Strawn,  Texas,  forty-five  minutes 
west  of  Fort  Worth  and  on  the  way  to 
Ranger,  Texas.  1  was  aware  that 
tokens  were  issued  by  the  Strawn 
Merchandise  Company  and  Strawn 
Coal  Mining  Company.  I  had  been 
told  that  someone  in  Strawn  had  some 
of  the  tokens  and  my  goal  was  to  find 
this  person.  Strawn  was  a  fairly  good 
sized  town  in  the  early  I920’s,  with 
coal  mines  in  the  area  and  the 
discovery  of  oil  in  nearby  Ranger, 
Texas.  We  pulled  into  Strawn  and 
stopped  at  a  small  store  and  after 
asking  about  tokens,  I  was  told  to 
check  with  the  owner  of  a  small 
grocery  store  down  the  street.  I  drove 
to  the  grocery  store  and  asked  the 
owner  about  the  Strawn  tokens.  He 
said  that  he  had  some  of  the  Strawn 
Coal  Mining  Co.  tokens  but  he 
wanted  to  hold  onto  them.  He  said 
that  his  father  who  had  owned  the 
store  before  him,  had  taken  the  tokens 
in  trade  to  get  business  from  the  coal 
miners  and  he  thought  that  his  father 
might  still  have  some  of  the  tokens. 
He  told  me  that  his  father  was  87 
years  old  and  lived  in  the  small  house 
next  door  to  his  store.  When  I  drove 
up  the  driveway  next  door,  the  old 
man  and  his  wife  were  sitting  on  the 
front  porch.  I  introduced  myself  and 
asked  about  the  tokens  and  the  old 
man  immediately  started  telling  the 
story  about  running  the  store  and 
taking  the  tokens  in  trade.  He  said  he 


had  some  of  the  tokens  out  in  his  one- 
car  garage.  As  he  opened  the  garage 
door,  the  place  was  full  of  all  kinds  of 
mining  artifacts  (picks,  mining 
helmets  with  carbide  lights  various 
tools,  etc.),  that  he  had  picked  up  after 
the  mines  had  closed  down  in  the 
1 950's.  Eventually  he  worked  his  way 
back  to  a  shelf  with  a  small  box  that 
he  pulled  down.  We  went  outside 
where  he  dumped  the  tokens  out  onto 
the  top  of  a  55  gallon  drum.  There 
were  about  50  or  so  brass  Strawn 
Coal  Mining  Co.  Tokens,  all 
denominations  and  some  round  and 
some  octagonal,  all  were  in  very  fine 
condition.  He  said  that  he  would  take 
a  dollar  a  piece  for  them  and  I  jumped 
at  the  chance.  He  also  had  a  coupon 
book  of  cardboard  scrip  from  the 
Strawn  Merchandise  Company  in 
Lyra,  Texas.  Lyra  is  now  a  ghost 
town  about  three  miles  away,  between 
Strawn  and  Thurber,  Texas,  and  was 
the  small  community  where  all  the 
coal  miners  lived.  Strawn 
Merchandise  had  a  small  branch  store 
located  in  Lyra,  where  the  scrip  was 
used.  1  offered  him  SI 0.00  for  the 
book  and  he  was  happy.  My  wife  had 
been  skeptical  that  I  would  find  any 
tokens,  but  changed  her  mind  after  I 
showed  her  what  I  had  found. 

A  short  time  after  finding  the  Strawn 
Company  Tokens  and  the  Lyre  scrip. 
Jerry  Adams  and  myself  did  some 
research  and  made  a  trip  to  find  the 
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location  of  Lyra,  Texas.  After  asking 
around,  we  found  the  person  that  now 
owned  the  land  where  the  town  once 
stood.  He  gave  us  permission  to 
explore  the  site  and  look  for  artifacts 
and  maybe  even  locate  some  tokens, 
I  mentioned  the  Lyra  scrip  and  the 
owner  told  us  that  the  store  where  the 
scrip  was  issued  was  no  longer  there. 
He  said  that  someone  had  actually 
used  dynamite  to  blow'  up  the  store 
before  he  bought  the  property.  This 
was  to  save  paying  taxes  on  the 
building. 

Jerry  had  brought  two  metal 
detectors  along  and  he  and  I  spent  the 
next  hour  and  a  half  covering  the 
ground  hunting  for  whatever  we 
could  find.  We  detected  along  the  old 
railroad  bed  (no  tracks  just  grass)  that 
ran  across  the  site.  We  found 
indentions  in  the  ground  where 
miners  houses  once  sat,  that  we 
determined  were  dug-outs  where  food 
was  stored.  We  found  a  few  old  iron 
pieces,  nails  and  a  fork.  There  were 
pieces  of  brick  scattered  everywhere 
from  the  old  merchandise  store  that 
was  blown  up.  Jerry  and  I  had  big 
hopes  w'hen  we  started  but  left  with 
nothing.  It  was  still  a  fun  day  and  we 
learned  a  little  history.

In  1982,  I  made  a  trip  to  Canton 
First  Monday  to  look  for  tokens.  Jerry 
Adams  had  told  me  to  look  for  a  guy 
wearing  a  bowler  hat  and  driving  an 
old  pink  Cadillac  w  ith  the  trunk  full 
of  tokens.  After  walking  to  the  area 
where  he  was  supposed  to  be,  I 
spotted  the  pink  Cadillac  parked 
under  a  large  canvas  tent,  and  saw  a 
man  wearing  the  bowler  hat.  Bill 
Corbett  was  his  name  and  he  showed 
me  two  boxes  of  Oklahoma  tokens  to 
look  through.  I  thought  that  1  was 
dreaming,  especially  with  prices  of 
$5.00  to  $8.00  dollars  a  token.  Most 
of  the  tokens  were  common  tokens 
but  there  were  a  few'  good  ones  in  the 
boxes.  Bill  had  better  Oklahoma 
tokens  in  a  glass  case,  including 
saloons  and  Indian  Territory  pieces.  I 
had  come  to  Canton  looking  for 
Texas  tokens  but  left  that  day  with  a 
very  good  start  of  an  Oklahoma  token 
collection.  I  bought  as  many  as  1 
could  afford  that  day  and  made  a  vow 
to  return  the  next  month  to  buy  more. 

As  I  was  leaving  Canton  to  head  back 
to  Fort  Worth.  1  took  a  back  road  out 
of  town  and  spotted  a  small  antique 
store,  so  I  stopped  to  check  it  out.  I 
went  inside  and  asked  a  young  lady 
about  tokens.  She  showed  me  an  old 
oak  desk  that  she  had  bought  from  an 
old  building  in  Pittsburg,  Texas,  a  few 
miles  away.  Inside  the  lap  drawer 
were  several  old  cardboard  tokens, 
signed  by  the  president  of  some 
company.  I  was  still  learning  about 
tokens  and  I  had  never  seen  any 
tokens  of  this  kind.  She  wanted  50 
cents  each  for  the  1 3  tokens,  but 
being  unsure  if  they  were  tokens  I 
decided  not  to  buy  them.

After  returning  home  and  discovering 
that  the  same  type  of  tokens  were 
listed  in  the  Oklahoma  book  with  a 
price  of  $40.00.  I  soon  decided  to 
drive  back  to  Canton  get  the  tokens. 
Luckily  the  tokens  were  still  there 
when  I  returned.  1  researched  the 
tokens  and  found  that  they  came  from 
an  old  confectionery  in  Pittsburg, 
Texas,  and  of  course  unlisted. 

My  dad  called  me  one  day  and 
wanted  me  to  make  a  trip  to  Waco, 
Texas  with  him  to  see  my  aunt.  We 
headed  out  early  on  a  Saturday 
morning  stopping  for  breakfast  on  the 
way.  Dad  wanted  to  take  the  old 
highway  81  that  went  through  all  the 
small  towns  rather  than  take  the 
interstate  35  to  Waco.  Once  we 
arrived  in  Hillsboro,  Texas  we 
decided  to  look  around  the  town  and 
I  decided  to  try  my  luck  looking  for 
tokens.  We  went  into  a  small 
convenience  store  to  get  a  soda  and 
after  asking  the  lady  behind  the 
counter  for  tokens,  she  told  me  to 
check  the  pawn  shop  across  the  street. 
I  then  went  across  the  street  to  a  large 
pawn  shop  on  the  corner  of  the  square 
and  asked  the  man  inside  if  he  had 
tokens.  He  walked  me  over  to  a  huge 
old  safe  that  looked  like  it  came  from 
a  Wells  Fargo  office.  He  opened  the 
safe  and  among  silver  bars  and  bags 
of  coins,  he  pulled  out  a  small  plastic 
box  and  told  me  to  follow  him  to  the 
front  counter.  He  dumped  out  the 
contents  and  lying  in  front  of  me  were 
three  Texas  saloon  tokens,  one  from 
Fredericksburg,  Texas  and  another 
from  Dawson.  Texas  which  was  an 
old  incuse  unlisted  token.  With  my 


poker  face  on,  1  bought  all  three 
tokens  for  $15.00  total  and  returned 
to  the  car  where  my  dad  was  waiting. 

1  was  so  happy  I  could  shout  but  my 
dad  found  it  amusing  that  I  was  so 
excited  over  some  old  brass  tokens. 

In  1985,  I  met  a  treasure  hunter  that 
told  me  he  had  seen  seven  tokens 
from  Thruber,  Texas,  that  were  good 
for  a  stick  of  dynamite.  Thruber  is  the 
town  where  all  the  coal  miners  were 
located  and  about  five  miles  from 
Strawn,  Texas.  The  story  goes  that  in 
1 905, the  Superintendent  of  the  mines 
had  built  a  home  near  Thurber  and 
also  had  built  a  small  playhouse  for 
his  two  daughters  in  the  backyard  of 
the  home.  He  had  evidently  given  his 
daughters  some  of  the  dynamite 
tokens  to  play  with  and  they  were 
found  in  the  backyard  with  a  metal 
detector  years  later.  The  tokens  found 
were  displayed  in  a  cotton  lined  box, 
five  brass  and  two  aluminum  tokens. 
The  aluminum  were  rare  but  1  was 
more  interested  in  two  of  the  brass 
tokens.  1  ended  up  trading  a  set  of 
Kristenstad,  Texas  tokens  for  two 
Thruber  tokens.  John  Byers  furnished 
the  Kristenstad  tokens  and  we  ended 
up  making  a  three  way  trade.  Neither 
John  Byers  or  myself  had  a  Thurber 
dynamite  token,  so  the  trade  worked 
out  well  for  both  of  us.  The  man  that 
had  the  Thurber  tokens  also  showed 
me  a  small  fireman’s  badge.  The 
badge  had  a  dark  patina  but  otherw  ise 
was  in  excellent  condition.  On  the 
badge  was  a  fireman's  helmet  with  a 
fire  hose  w  rapped  over  the  top  of  the 
helmet  and  the  letters  “Thruber  Fire 
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Dept.”  He  told  me  that  he  had  found 
an  old  dump  on  someone's  property 
near  Thruber,  and  paid  the  owner  to 
take  his  tractor  and  a  rake  plow  and 
pull  the  plow  through  the  old  dump, 
spreading  out  the  junk.  In  the  dump 
was  where  he  found  the  fireman’s 
badge. 

There  have  been  many  good  token 
discoveries  over  the  years  and  I  am 
sure  that  there  are  still  more  tokens 
out  there  to  be  found.  One  recent 
discovery  in  the  last  few  years,  was  a 
hoard  of  nice  looking  brass  tokens 
found  from  Max's  saloon, 

Fredericksburg,  Texas,  good  for  a  5c 
drink.  The  tokens  were  found  in  a 
storage  shed  and  in  a  bucket  full  of 
nails  and  screws.  It  just  goes  to  show 
you  what  you  can  find  if  you  just  get 
out  and  look.

Q.  David  Bowers  (edited  and  updated  by  Mike  Sherman):  In  1916  the  design  of 
Adolph  A.  Weinman  was  selected  for  the  new  half  dollar  motif  to  replace  the 
Barber  design  which  had  been  in  use  since  1892.  Weinman,  a  sculptor,  also 
produced  the  Liberty  Head  or  “Mercury”  dime  introduced  the  same  year. 

The  obverse  depicts  Miss  Liberty  walking  toward  the  sun,  her  right  arm 
outstretched,  her  left  arm  carrying  a  bundle  of  branches,  and  with  a  starry  cape 
behind.  LIBER  I 'i  is  above,  while  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  to  the  lower  right,  and 
the  date  is  below.  The  motif  seems  to  have  been  inspired  by  Saint-Gaudens’  motif 
for  the  illustrious  double  eagle  of  1907.  The  reverse  shows  an  eagle  perched  on  a 
rocky  crag,  from  which  grows  a  pine  branch,  symbol  of  strength.  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  is  above,  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  is  to  the  left,  and  HALF 
DOLLAR  is  below. 

During  the  first  two  years  of  issue,  the  mintmark  appeared  on  the  obverse,  beneath 
the  motto  "In  God  We  T rust.”  M  idway  through  I  9 1  7,  it  was  moved  to  the  reverse, 
near  the  edge  at  the  7  o’clock  position  resulting  in  both  "Obverse"  and  "Reverse” 
mintmark  varieties  for  that  year.  While  there  are  no  extreme  rarities  in  the  series, 
most  issues  before  1  934  are  scarce,  particularly  the  issues  of  1919  and  1921. 

Two  “short"  sets  arc  popular,  one  including  only  the  issues  from  1934-1947.  and 
the  other  only  those  from  1941  to  1947. 

Specimens  of  the  Liberty  Walking  half  dollar  are  readily  available  for  the  type 
collector,  with  those  dated  in  the  1940s  being  most  easily  found.  Grades  available 
range  from  Good  through  superb  Uncirculated,  although  sharply  struck  pieces  are 
decidedly  scarce.  Proofs  were  minted  from  1936  through  1942  and  are  available 
in  proportion  to  the  original  mintages. 

The  design  has  been  a  favorite  with  numismatists  ever  since  the  time  of  issue,  and 
many  consider  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  motifs  ever  employed  on  a 
circulating  coin.
